lletrim seemed to meet, was spread before ut. 
We wi re in hope, of rinding tome real treat 
after llie desolation we had hitherto paxacd 
over. How uuickly fade our fairy dreams t On 
the 3rd uf September, after having psvsed over 
aaandyand rotten country, foc.akeu by all 
Lie, an tl ill supplied with water, wc came again 
to the ranges, ul a distance of thirty-live miles 
uuitli-wctt, and here, from a mutual miaander- 
i,. ,, 1 . ' i four of tlie parly returned, tho other* 
proceeding onward* with me. This s. paction 
was only two tlajt urfute it wu *irced that 
all should tetutn, ut tha four weeks would 
then have ex p ire il. After enruinfr a tenets of 
rocky spun running lo the aouth, and beating 
a'tont nn almost i inputs Ue country till the 
nli.rnoon of tho Jlh, we delwruioej lo return 
in the irict where we hut ssw tho irsckt, nnd 
again try lo follow Ihcm. The f unheal po : llt 
CeMieheJ wea lal J.i', long, H»» 17'. and as tat 
u tlie eye could reach, from south 6 wvart to 
not Lh 10. ut, there appeared a very broken 
counlry. rauppotiing the Dr. 10 have gone on 
hi* noith-weat route from the place we had lut 
■aw the tracks, we ought already to have 
crciswd hia track, and at one place we Veen 
almost certain that we found tracks, but afier 
an hour's walk, could make out nothing u tit- 
far tory. 

Wo arrived at Ihe spot where the tracks were 
lait seen un ihe 7ih, and while Hobby waa 
buiilyengsgod looking out " M< indole," the 
nalive* made their appearand: ; and altera 
ktrcat deal of eielnnatuili attd bothci-, we made 
them UTidentaud what wa t^oired of ihem. 
Tl.ty eoiidtlelcid us lo Lcichatdt'a crotsing- 
plnce, snd euuarqueiitly through fiv. mile* of 
scrubby country to one ot hia camps. Thia lie 
had beuu fortunate in crossing, though perhaps 
delayed i end inlioediately after crossing the 
main branch, had found n second one running 
into it fiom the north-wot. Tiiii, like Lho 
oilier, fumed iti way through tho name scrubby 
country : but ot the blacks were, in great num. 
bert, we Tttrealed to a elear place down lha 
river, tvilh the intention of re- visiting the icene 
ty-vid-bye. Une the loth wc again returned, 
and Hubby', keen eye eoun. found llie camp at 
which, from the frequent and plain cattle 
(t«kt, 1 think lho Doctor must have remained 
tome day, t-porhap. lo hill another heifer. 

We followed up thia creek for about twenly- 
liv« mi lea, In a couno of north H wear, till we 
iminerged into open country ; previoo* to 
w hich we had been throe time* obliged to avoid 



Iht aenibts, by folio ting in the very bed,- 
here n e had the satisfaction of again teeing the 
ll ictor's brand by the tide of a large Lagoon, 
Following the Meek itill further, through a 
beautiful open country, we were pulled up by 
thu main ran go*, and after pen et ruing a mile 
of scrub, we reached the top, having sn ex- 
tended view of the western side. Fiona 8. 40 
W. to \. 10 W„ th* line of scrub atUl con- 
tinued ; hut form N. 10 W. u far utile eye 
could reach, all waa clear, though I have no 
doubt il waa the ume sandy and melancholy 
slvle of country. 

Therefore, lli. Calvert and myself, perfectly 
uiitaed that a* hu- u the romoov. went they 
were without foundation ; and aa we oould 
gain nothing more unlets we went lb* whole 
way through, which we were not in a situation 
to do, I resolved to return, and on the llth 
turned tower ill home. 

As lo the report., wo had alt long ago con- 
lidurcil them humbug; end lb* behaviour of 
tlie. blaekt to ua, when only four In number, 

tin nle bed all r.mt « fun's. During one 

whole day wc bad upwards of flAy men from 
•utilise till I unset, without a tingle weapon, 
and ell they neemed lo require was, nermiuion 
lo gratify their curiosity. They all admitted 
having teen LeiLharilt, and all pointed to the

Fatchea of iiaeloti land before, but never could 
imuginc lhat for 210 milet iu adireni line wc 
sbonM linrl such a moantorioiii watte, so ati- 
miratily equipped with every requisite lo make 
desolation dttolste. 

The country passed dvCI from the 30th to the 
3rd, was a continuation uf red .snd, aa tuft 
linn oui iioor horse* were buried ol each step 
ovet their f* I locks ; the grass wu very rank, 
and tu tufls often three or four foot apart. The 
woods wen inch at might be expected— box, 
narrow-leafed iron balk, cypress pine, oak, 
dogwood, bakeu, aqd near the ranges, $ few 
dhnmuLi ve atttugy hark blushes.
